KB6NMK distributed the Treasurer’s 
Report.

WBOIQS was reimbursed for materials 
used to repair/rebuild tower bases for 
Field Day. Motion by KBSMU to ac- 
cept the Treasurer’s Report. Seconded 
by W6GNI. Motion passed unani- 
mously. 


Secretary’s Report 


KBS5MU had distributed the Minutes of 
the May meeting by email (but not in 
the Scope). Motion by W6GNI to ac- 
cept the Minutes as published. Sec- 
onded by KBSMU. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


New MARA President 


AD6VI introduced Layne Jensen, re- 
cently elected President of the San 
Diego chapter of MARA. 


Section Manager Nominations 


AD6VI pointed out that nominations 
for the upcoming ARRL Section Man- 
ager elections will be due later this 
year. This election will be important for 
the future of emergency communica- 
tions in the Section. 


Net Preambles 


NN3V noted that the Board decision 
not to permit unapproved changes to 
net scripts is being ignored by some of 
the net controls on the Sunday 0830 
emergency communications net. Mo- 
tion by KB6NMK that the President 
send another email message to 
K7DCG, forwarding the previous mes- 
sage and reminding him to instruct all 
net controls to revert to the old script 
until such time as a new script has been 


submitted and approved. Seconded by 
WO6GNI. Motion passed unanimously. 


Red Cross Communications 


Speaking as acting communications of- 
ficer for the Red Cross, AD6VI asked 
about the procedure for obtaining re- 
peater access during emergencies. 
KBO6NMkK stated that organizations usu- 
ally enter into a written agreement with 
the club in advance. 


Trailer Storage 


NN3V noted that the club trailer cur- 
rently being stored by N6PIG needs a 
new home after Field Day. Several pos- 
sibilities were discussed. 


Dues Increase 


NN3V raised the issue of the dues in- 
crease, approved in January but laid on 
the table at that time due to confusion 
about the provisions of the Bylaws re- 
garding effective dates for dues 
changes. NN3V led the Board through a 
study of the Bylaws provisions. The 
Bylaws call for dues changes to take 
effect with the club fiscal year, but there 
is no definition of the club’s fiscal year, 
and we do not currently use a fiscal year 
separate from the calendar year. Motion 
by NE60 to define the fiscal year for 
purposes of dues to run from the Ist of 
August through the 31st of July of the 
following year. Seconded by KR6BT. 
Motion passed unanimously. Motion by 
NE60 to re-adopt the dues increase ap- 
proved in January to $18 per year for 
individual members and $30 per year 
for family memberships, effective Au- 
gust 1, 2003. Seconded by KR6BT. Mo- 
tion passed unanimously. 


License Upgrade Class 
NE60 reported that the General license 


upgrade class had ended, with at least six 
people known to have upgraded success- 
fully. 

Picnic Location 


KR6BT led another discussion of possible 
picnic sites, without conclusion. 


During this discussion NN3V left the room 
to run the Field Day net, and KB6NMK 
took the chair. 


PARC Brochure 


W6MBM displayed samples of the first 
print run of 1,000 of the new PARC bro- 
chures. These brochures can be used until 
August, when a revision will be required to 
incorporate the new dues amounts.

Some Of The Things You 
Wanted To Know about 
Time * 


The Royal Greenwich Observa- 
tory 


Prior to 1948, the observatory at Green- 
wich (located on a hill back from the 
Thames River with a view of the London 
Docks) was known as the Royal Observa- 


tory. 


In 1948, the observatory moved to 
Herstmonceux Castle in Sussex, becom- 
ing the Royal Greenwich Observatory 
(yes, even though it wasn't at Greenwich 
any more!). 


The site at Greenwich became known as 
the Old Greenwich Observatory and the 
historic buildings and instruments were 
progressively incorporated into the Na- 
tional Maritime Museum, the main build- 
ings of which are located at the foot of 
Observatory Hill, close to the river. 
Highly recommended for a visit if you're 
in London!

Following the closing of the RGO in the fall of 
1998, the Old Greenwich Observatory was re- 
named the Royal Observatory Greenwich. 


Greenwich Mean Time is a time scale based on 
the apparent motion of the "mean" sun with re- 
spect to the meridian through the Old Green- 
wich Observatory (zero degrees longitude). The 
"mean" sun is used because time based on the 
actual or true apparent motion of the sun doesn't 
"tick" at a constant rate. The earth's orbit is 
slightly eccentric and the plane of the earth's 
orbit is inclined with respect to the equator 
(about 23-1/2 degrees) hence at different times 
of the year the sun appears to move faster or 
slower in the sky. That's why an uncorrected 
sundial can be "wrong" (if it is supposed to be 
telling mean time) by up to 16 minutes. So if the 
mean (i.e. corrected) sun is directly over the me- 
ridian through Greenwich, it is exactly 12 noon 
GMT or 12:00 GMT (Prior to 1925, astronomers 
reckoned mean solar time from noon so that 
when the mean sun was on the meridian, it was 
actually 00:00 GMT. This practice arose so that 
astronomers wouldn't have a change in date dur- 
ing a night's observing. Some in the astronomi- 
cal community still use the pre-1925 definition 
of GMT in the analysis of old data although it is 
recommended that the term Greenwich Mean 
Astronomical Time now be used to refer to time 
reckoned from noon.) 


Mean time on selected meridians 15 degrees 
apart is generally known as standard time. For 
example, Eastern Standard Time (EST) is the 
mean solar time of the meridian at 75 degrees 
W.
